With Care For Laying

reminding the 


poultrymen of Ohio to use caie in 
selecting the birds which are hous- 
ed this fall foi egg production. 


'"Though all 
indications point 


to a highly profitable poultry 
year," says a statement from the 
poultry 
specialists, "egg prices 


will'never be so high that a medi- 
ocre or poor pullet will be a prof- 
itable bird. Do not house the birds 
which are small, runty or show a 
lack of yellow pigment in the 
shanks and about the hqad " 


The house into which the pullets 


are"introduced, say the specialists, 
should be thoroughly cleaned and 
disinfected before the pullets are 
put into it, so that all danger of 
carrying over any disease organ- 
ism, is eliminated. 


When the birds are handled and 


selected for the laying house, ev- 
ery pullet should be carefully
